HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1979. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Ross,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  .nnual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ending  }lst  December,  1959* 

The  estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  showed  an  increase  of  10 
on  195^»  and  the  number  of  live  births  was  only  one  fewer.  With  no  still 
births  (one  in  the  previous  year).  Illegitimate  births  were  halved. 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality  during  the  year,  and  for  the  third 
year  running  there  we re  no  infantile  deaths. 

Five  more  deaths  were  recorded  and  of  these  the  number  from  cancer 
declined  from  8 to  6.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  this 
making  the  fourth  successive  year.  One  new  case  each  of  Pulmonary  end 
Non- Pulmonary  disease  was  notified  in  1959* 

A few  cases  of  measles  a carry  over  from  1958* s epidemic  and  two 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  a mild  variety  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occured. 

The  whole  report  gives  a picture  of  a healthy  community. 

I wish  to  thank  all  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 

during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  51st  DECEMBER.  1959. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 

Barmouth  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  sanitary  circumstances 

of  the  district  during  1959:” 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

Annual  main  scraping  operations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  on 
the  trunk  main  from  the  main  service  reservoir  to  the  southern  end  of  the 
town  and,  at  the  sagie  time,  a number  of  the  secondary  water  mains  were 
scraped.  The  main  service  reservoir  was  cleaned  out.  The  supply  was 
adequate  at  all  times  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SE'TERAGE. 

Normal  routine  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  on  the  sewers  in 
town  and,  during  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  nothing  unusual 
to  report. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

There  were  no  cases  of  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  were  no  known  cases  of  change  over  from  the  dry  conservancy 
systen  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANS  MG. 

Refuse  is  collected  by  a covered  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  the 
point  of  disposal  is  a centrally  oituated  refuse  tip  within  the  urban 
area.  The  tipping  ground  is  a piece  of  marshy  land  which  is  gradually 
being  reclaimed  for  the  purpose  of  a recreation  ground.  Tipping  is 
carried  out  under  the  semi-controlled  system  and  blown  sand  from  the 
promenade  is  used  as  a medium  for  covering  the  deposited  refuse  on  the  tip. 
Sand  being  the  only  readily  available  material  for  this  purpose.
